Dr. Berenblum’ Work.

Israeli cancer cesearch specialist, 
Dr. Isaac Berenblum, who is visiting

BELFAST SCHOOL CLOSES 


By JUDITH B. ROSENFIELD 


LSTER Jews in many parts 

of the world will learn 

with a little astonishment 
and much regret of the closing at 
the end of last month of the Jaffe 
Memorial School in Belfast. This 
was the school in which many of 
the Jews of Belfast received their 
first education, and where many of 
the children and young people who, 
in 1939, came to Northern Ireland 


as. refugees from Europe had their 
first English lessons. 


The school was built by the late Sir. 


Otto Jaffe, a Lord Mayor of Belfast. 
and Lady Jaffe as a memorial to Lady 
Jaffe’s parents, and it was opened with 
great ceremony on February, 28, 1907. 
by the Dowager Marchioness — of 
Dufferin and Ava, under 


Belfast, the Earl: of Shaftesbury. 

The. Jewish pupils who attended the 
school in its early years were for the 
most. part the children of “ first genera- 
tion ” Jews. Most of ‘them look back 


with. affection to the days they spent. 


there; and the fact that many of them 
are now: prominent in commercial or 


professional fields is a testimony to” 


‘the education they received. 
When it was opened it was in every 


sense of the word a model school, abd .
